Coffee Cost Too Much? Law Of Supply and Demand 
Plus Freeze In Brazit Said To Be Responsible

If you think the cost of coffee 
is too high — and who doesn’t at 
the moment — ponder the facts 
of the case as presented by the 
trade publication, ‘Coffee and Tea 
Industries.”’ 

Seems that the old law of sup- 
ply and demand is at work, while 
a bad freeze in Brazil, principal 
producer of coffee, comes up as & 
contributing factor. 

But to go back a little, the rec- 
ord shows that in the early 1920s 
coffee demand ran ahead of world 
supply. Result — growers plant- 
ed literally millions of new trees, 
which, in the 1930s, brought pro- 
duction far ahead of consumption. 

Result again — coffee farmers 
more 
profitable crops. 

Then along came. World War 
II which shut off most of the Buro- 
pean coffee market, while Brazil- 
ian growers continued to pull out 
eneugh coffee trees to cut pro- 
duction by about one-third. 

Beginning in 1942, however, 
low prices ‘and~ surplus coffee 


stocks in Brazil were accompanied 
by great increases in United States 
coffee consumption, and near the 
end of World War II, production, 
on the way down, met consump- 
tion, on the way up, and in the 
years since, except in 1946-47, 
more coffee was used than was 
produced, the differences being 
made up from surplus stocks, now 
exhausted. 

Added to this fact was an in- 
crease of 11.7 per cent in Euro- 
pean coffee imports in 1952, all of 
which resulted in a tight situa- 
tion in so far as world supply of 
coffee and world demand was con- 
cerned, and now annual world con- 
sumption is estimated at something 
over 38,000,000 bags of 132 
pounds each, but, as of July 1, 
world production was estimated at 
only 32,000,000 bags. 

And in Brazil, where a 16,600,- 
000 bag crop had been expected, 
the recent freeze cut the crop to 
some 14,100,000 bags. 

Why: not grow more coffee? 


Well, a coffee tree does not pro- 


duce until the fifth year after 
planting; cultural practices and 
harvesting make enormous de- 
mands on time, labor and capital; 
when a tree finally gets into pro- 
duction, its entire output of about 
4,500 beans is enough for. less 
than one pound of roasted .coffee. 

And, incidentally, if that cof- 
fee was produced under United 


States agricultural conditions, 
cost would be about six dollars 
per pound. 


Will there be a shortage of cof- 
fee in the United States? Not 
likely. Americans have more 
money to spend than most other 
countries, so coffee will continue 
to come into the United States, 
however, shortages that have al- 
ready developed in European coun- 
tries will probably. increase. 

And how much does a cup of 
coffee cost? The average house- 
wife gets about 40 cups from one 
pound. Ata dollar a pound, that 
means about two and one-half 
cents per cup. Coffee, in the past,

held fairly steady at a retail price 
of about 87 cents, so the jump to 
a dollar meant a fraction of a cent 
per cup; another jump to an un- 
identified point above a dollar 
means some more fractions of a 
cent, but even at present prices, 
coffee. still isn’t such an expen- 
sive beverage compared to some 
others. 

Then there is the factor of coffee 
as a part of the United States 
economy. Latin American coun- 
tries offered large markets for 
American exports last year; the 
single most important source of 
dollars to pay for those American 
exports was coffee imported into 
the United States. So there might 
be some consolation in the fact 
that when you drink coffee, even 
at present prices, you are, in a 
way, helping our ‘‘good neighbors” 
on the south, as well as our own 
national economy. 

Of course, congress is steamed 
up over coffee price increases, and 
considerable amounts of oratory 
are going into the record at the 
moment. But the most sensible 
remark that has to date come out 
of Washington was from a con- 
gressman who said, “If coffee 
costs too much, don’t drink it.” 

Which brings us right back 
to that law of supply and demand 
again.

Farmers Should Plant Within 


Cotton Allotment To Avoid Penalty 


Farmers will find it consider- 
ably to their advantage to plant 
within their cotton acreage allot- 
ments this year, Glen R. Harris, 
chairman of the State Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion: committee, reminds growers.

“ORANGES GROWN 
IN VISALIA 
BY GOODHUES 


The December 10, 1870 issue of 
the Visalia Delta reported. “‘We 
return our thanks to Mrs. Good- 
hue and Miss Ella, who presented 
us this week with the first Tulare 
county-grown orange we have ever 
seen. It is quite large and su- 
perior in appearance and aroma to 
any we have seen from abroad. 
“The tree is on Mr. Peter Good- 
hue’s place in Visalia and is now 
about nine years old, has borne a 
good crop this year. We are now 
satisfied that the soil and climate 
of this valley is capable of produc- 
ing anything.” 

Note — Actually, the Gibbons 
family is credited with producing 
the first oranges in Tulare county 
on their property at Plano, prior 
to the date mentioned above. Mr. 
Goodhue operated the Tule River 
. stage station in the late 1850s and 
owned land where the Porter the- 
ater now stands in Porterville.
